2.  C.  O.  D.  One-fourth  of  the  purchase  amount  to  be  paid 
by  cash  with  order,  balance  on  delivery  at  destination.  In 
case  of  parcel  post  shipment  and  your  remittance  insuf¬ 
ficient  to  cover  the  postage,  the  postage  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  C.  O.  D. 

3.  Charge  Accounts.  Our  terms  were  heretofore  strictly

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LINING  OUT  STOCK 


Plants  under  this  heading  may  be  the  one  growing  in  the 
field,  in  plant  bed  under  lath  shade,  in  cutting  bed,  in  seed 
bed,  or  in  pot. 

All  plants,  with  exception  of  potted  ones,  will  be  carefully 
dug  in  bare  root,  trying  not  to  injury  any  part  of  it,  puddled 
immediately  and  packed  with  properly  moistened  moss,  so  as 
to  reach  destination  fresh  with  original  dampness.  Plants  in 
pots  are  to  be  taken  out  of  the  pots  and  wrapped  separately 
in  paper,  giving  all  original  dirt.  However,  if  so  preferred 
dirt  may  be  shaken  off  and  wrapped  in  paper  with  moistened 
moss.  The  work  will  be  done  with  our  utmost  care  that  cus¬ 
tomers  will  receive  the  plants  in  just  same  conditions  as 
shipped  with  dirt.  So  doing  you  save  much  on  expressage.

AZELEAS 

City  of  Mobile  has  been  known  last  several  years  to  the 
world  as  “Azalea  City”.  Besides  those  already  planted  many 
years  ago  annual  plantings  in  public  places  and  private  resi¬ 
dences  are  totaled  many  times  of  a  thousand.  We  dare  to 
say  there  is  no  floral  display  equal  to  that  of  Mobile  in 
spring  when  Azaleas  in  full  bloom.  No  wonder  so  many 
visitors  pour  in  this  Gulf  City  from  every  direction,  March 
to  May,  simply  to  see  these  beautiful  views.  Azaleas,  in  con¬ 
trary  to  general  belief  or  rather  guess,  are  by  no  means 
hard  to  grow,  providing  a  certain  requirement  fulfilled.  We 
are  in  strong  belief  that  Azalea  Indica  can  be  raised  with¬ 
out  any  trouble  in  all  Gulf  Coast  regions  and  the  Atlantic 
Coast  as  far  north  as  North  Carolina!  and  hardv  Japanese 
Azaleas  still  further  to  the  state  of  New  Jersey.  We  earnest¬ 
ly  recommend  this  flowering  bush  to  fellow  nurserymen  as 
well  as  florists  in  said  territories  to  try  more  or  less  like 
we  did  years  ago.  A  few  cultural  suggestions  as  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

1.  Azaleas  thrive  in  soil  of  acidity.  Use  plenty  of  leaf 
mold  (oak  leaves  most  desirable),  pond  muck  or  peat  moss. 

2.  Lime  or  alkaline  soil  is  poisonous.  In  case  Azalea  to 
be  planted  in  such  a  soil  remove  original  soil  and  use  plenty 
of  leaf  mold  or  peat  moss  mixed  with  the  other  soil,  no 
alkali  contained  or  apply  Alminum  Sulphate  at  the  rate  of 
4-inch  pot  full  to  a  wheelbarrowful  of  soil. 

3.  As  Azalea  root  system  is  very  shallow  it  dries  fast. 
Give  enough  water  to  keep  roots  moist  always. 

4.  Azalea  delights  in  a  moist  soil  but  it  will  not  tolerate 
a  water  saturated  soil  condition ;  so  Azalea  beds  should  be 
selected  where  all  surplus  water  will  run  off  quickly. 

5.  Azalea  thrive  best  at  partly  shady  place  (when  the 
bush  grows  large  it  stands  in  full  sunlight)  but  many  good 
blossoms  cannot  be  expected  if  planted  under  entire  shade. 

6.  Azalea  is  not  very  gross  feeder.  If  plenty  of  leaf 
mold  or  such  rotten  organic  matter  applied  on  it  does  not 
require  any  commercial  fertilizer.  On  contrary  very  often 
heavy  application  of  fertilizer  injures  the  root  system.  How- 
every,  if  necessary  light  application  of  well  rotten  cow  ma¬ 
nure,  sheep  manure  or  cotton  seed  meal  is  beneficial. 

7.  Red  spider  and  Thrip  some  times  trouble  the  growers. 
Frequent  syringing  of  the  plant  with  plain  water  will  usually 
keep  it  down.  If  this  does  not  control  spray  or  dust  the 
plant  with  sulphur  mixture.

*  BRILLIANT — This  is  a  splendid  variety  of  watermelon  red. 
color  of  flower  is  slightly  darker  than  the  “Pride  of  Mo¬ 
bile”.

GEORGES  FRANC  Profuse  early  bloomer.  Flower  large  flame 
pink  with  deep  carmine  spot  near  throat.

MAXWELL — Very  hardy.  Flower  large,  carmine  red.  Leaves 
r&ther  roundish,  soft  texture  and  light  green  when  young. 

*  PERFECTION — Large  rose  pink  flower,  blooming  very  freely 
at  early  in  the  season.  It  grows  to  medium  size,  very  vig¬ 
orous. 

PRAESTANTISSIMA — Closely  resembles  to  Pride  of  Dorking, 
but  blooms  a  week  to  ten  days  earlier. 

PRIDE  OF  MOBILE  (Big  Leaved  Watermelon  Pink) — It  was 

known  simply  as  “Big  Leaved  Watermelon  Pink”  until  a 
few  years  ago.  However,  it  has  now  right  nalme,  “Pride  of 
Mobile,”  as  this  variety  not  found  elsewhere  but  Mobile  and 
vicinity.  It  is  vigorous  grower,  well  balanced  in  shape,  tall 
and  spreading  also.  A  splendid  specimen  of  this  variety 
could  be  seen  in  Spring  Hill,  Ala.,  suburb  of  Mobile,  single 
plant  of  12  feet  in  height  covering  100  square  feet.  In 
spring,  at  height  of  the  season,  the  plant  covered,  giving  no 
open  space,  with  bright  watermelon  pink  flowers  in  mass, 
forming  solid  ball  of  pink  in  enormous  size.  It  stands  also 
against  much  severer  temperature  than  most  of  the  other 
Indica  varieties  can.  This  is  one  of  the  best  single  flower¬ 
ing  azaleas  without  question. 

PRIDE  OF  DORKING — Flower  large,  ceries  or  bright  red, 
late  bloomer.  Leaves  medium,  dark  green.  Vigorous  grower. 
One  of  the  best  varieties. 

SHELL  PINK — Unable  to  find  original  name,  but  known  to 
us  as  “Shell  Pink”  commonly  called.  Flower  light  pink, 
blooms  very  early.  It  begins  to  bloom  right  after  Christ¬ 
mas  when  there  is  no  flower  of  any  kind  in  garden.  Up¬ 
right  growth  and  not  compact. 

(ORANGE-RED 

*  DAPHNE  RED — True  name  of  the  variety  not  being  fully 
confirmed,  listed  here  temporarily  by  the  name  locally  known. 
Fairly  good  sized  flowers  of  orange  red  with  lavender  pirk 
spots  on  throat.  Distinct  character  of  this  variety  is  shown, 
when  the  plant  young,  by  slender  branches  which  is  semi- 
creeping  nature. 

GLORY  OF  SUNNINGHILL— Large  orange-scarlet  flower; 
blooms  rather  late  in  the  season.  Very  compact  grower 
with  shiny  green  foliages  ;  one  of  the  most  desirable  varieties, 

*MOSS  POINT  RED — This  is  another  one  that  real  name  of  th« 
variety  has  not  been  fully  confirmed.  Very  vigorous  grower 
with  glossy  foliages.  Flower,  orange  red  with  purple  spots 
at  the  throat.  It  blooms  middle  to  late  of  the  season. 
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*  PRESIDENT  CLAY — Medium  height  in  upright.  Flower, 
medium  size,  orange  red  with  purple  marks  at  the  throat. 

PRINCE  OF  ORANGE — Flower  large,  dark  orange  red.  One 
of  the  richest  colors  of  all  azaleas.  Late  bloomer.  Leaves 
medium,  dark  shiny  green.  Rather  low  headed  with  com¬ 
pact  growth. 

STRAWBERRY  RED — Early  bloomer  ;  bright  red  flower  ;  rather 
broad  foliage  of  light  green  on  weeping  slender  branches. 

SALMON 

*  DAPHNE  SALMON — Light  salmon  flower  of  medium  size, 
blooming  early  in  the  season.  It  grows  to  medium  size.  A 
very  desirable  variety. 

DUC  DE  ROHAN — Flower  single,  medium  size,  very  pretty 
salmon  pink.  Leaves  shiny  and  small.  Low  headed  compact 
growth. 

*  DUKE  OF  WELLINGTON  Flower,  soft  salmon  with  dark 
center,  blooming  in  mid-season. 

MOSS  POINT  LATE  SALMON— Latest  bloomer  of  all  Indica 
varieties.  Flower,  very  large,  round  and  waved  petals  of 
bright  salmon  color.  Very  vigorous,  compact  grower  with 
thick  and  dark  shiny  green  leaves. 

WILLIAM  BULL — Double  flower  in  mud  red  color.  It  is  very 
double  and  resembles  to  double  flowering  pomegranate.  Ex¬ 
ceedingly  vigorous  and  upright  grower. 

LAVENDER-LILAC 

FORMOSA — A  most  popular  variety.  Flowers  single  and  large, 
lavender.  Leaves  medium  to  large.  Very  thrifty,  easiest  of 
all  to  grow. 

INDICA  ROSEA  PURPLIANA— A  sport  of  Indica  Rosea. 
Flower,  solid  color  of  light  purple  with  dark  spot  at  the 
throat.  Character  and  growth  same  as  Indica  Rosea. 

OMURASAKI — Very  large  single  flower,  light  lavender.  Leaves 
also  very  large.  Vigorous  grower. 

ORCHID  LaVENDER — As  name  of  the  variety  has  not  yet 
been  identified  it  is  listed  here  by  its  color  that  is  very 
rare.  It  blooms  very  early — as  early  as  Shell  Pink.  Flower, 
Medium  size  in  beautiful  light  lavender  pink.  Leaves,  rather 
narrow.  Vigorous  medium  size  grower. 

PHOENICIA — It  resembles  very  much  to  Formosa,  with  abun¬ 
dant  lavender  flowers.  Leaves  and  petals  of  flower  are  nar¬ 
rower  than  that  of  Formosa.  Very  vigorous  hardy  grower ; 
rather  low  and  compact. 

*  ROSY  PURPUREA — Very  strong  grower  and  hardy.  Dark 
rosy  purple  flower.  One  of  the  most  desirable  varieties. 

VITATA  FORTUNEI  PURPLE  AN  A— Character  and  habit  same 
as  Vitata  Fortunei ;  only  difference  is  that  this  variety  is 
solid  lavender.  It  has  longer  blooming  period  than  all  other 
azaleas,  starting  to  bloom  first  of  all  and  continues  to  com¬ 
plete  glory  with  later  flowering  varieties. 

WHITE 

*  FIELDERS  WHITE — Large  pure  white  flower  opening  early 
in  the  season ;  vigorous  grower. 
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*  FLAG  OF  TRUCE — A  fine  early  blooming  double  white  with 
waved  petals.  Foliage,  dark  green,  slightly  curled. 

INDICA  ALBA  (Ledifolia  Alba) — Very  hardy  snow  white 
flower,  blooming  slightly  later  than  Fielders’  White. 

*  LATERETIA  ALBA — A  late  flowering  variety  with  pure 
white  flower  of  medium  size.  Dense  and  compact  grower 
with  small  shiny  green  leaves. 

VARIEGATED 

CRITERION — Rather  low  compact  grower.  Flower  richly 
striped  with  pink  on  white  ground.  Leaves  narrow,  shiny 
green.  One  of  the  best  variegated  varieties  of  single  flower¬ 
ing  azalea.  Late  bloomer. 

INDICA  ROSEA  MAGNIFICA — Distinct  type  from  the  other 
Indica  varieties.  Hardy,  rapid  and  upright  grower.  Foliage 
very  large  and  thick ;  sticky  secretion  from  its  leaves.  Flower 
single,  very  large,  perhaps  largest  of  all  azaleas,  white  with 
rose  throat,  being  resembled  to  some  of  orchid  flowers. 

IVERYANA  Flower  medium  to  large.  Almost  white,  leaving 
only  faint  pink  in  stripe.  Late  bloomer,  very  hardy. 

*  CAVENDISH  (Lady  Edith) — It  resembles  very  much  to  Cri¬ 
terion — two  varieties  often  mixed  by  many  growers  ;  but  the 
flower  is  smaller  and  differently  variegated  pink  on  white 
ground  compared  with  Criterion.  Compact  grower  and  hardy. 

*  LiOUIS  MARGOTTIN — Large  white  flower  striped  with  very 
narrow  pink,  resembling  Iveryana.  Growth  medium  to  large. 
Late  bloomer. 

VITATA  FORTUNEI — Flower  single,  well  striped  with  pur¬ 
plish  pink  on  white  ground.  Leaves  medium,  roundish.  Vig¬ 
orous  upright  growth,  not  compact.  Blooms  very  early,  as 
early  as  Shell  Pink.  Once  in  a  while  solid  lavender  flower 
appears  among  this  variety.  We  separate  it  with  utmost 
care.

HARDY  JAPANESE  AZELEAS 

The  following  varieties  are  generally  known  as  Hardy  Japanese 
or  Kurume  Azaleas.  Size  of  flowers  and  leaves  are  generally 
smaller  and  slow  grower  compared  with  Indica  varieties. 
However,  they  have  more  number  of  blooms  usually  and  far 
more  resisting  power  against  freeze,  while  they  stand  merci¬ 
less  hot  summer  sun  in  the  South,  as  our  experiment  shows, 
being  planted  in  open  ground  where  not  a  slightest  shade  to 
protect  them  and  thrive  equally  well,  if  not  better,  as  Indica 
varieties. 

BENIGIRI — Compact  upright  grower.  Leaves  small,  dull  green. 
Flower  small  but  abundant,  deep  bright  red. 

*  BRIDE  MAID — Bright  salmon  flower  in  large  trusses.  Foliage 
small,  very  vigorous  grower.
